(Amended) A human-machine interface system 
according to claim 1, wherein each of the plurality of nodes 
has a hierarchical layered structure in execution of 
software, which is configured by arranging from a top place 
to a bottom place, an application node or a service node, 
a proxy corresponding to a high-order portion of the 
distributed object, a object transport structure and a 
remote class reference structure corresponding to a low- 
order portion of the distributed object, a network transport 
layer and a network interface circuit. -- 

Add the following new claim: 

11. (new) A human-machine interface system 
according to claim 3 wherein the application node or the 
composite node sends a start request of a prescribed service 
and its processing data to the service node or another 
composite node which in turn produces input information or 
output information for the application node or the composite 
node .
